000; uow tliej exceed half a billion. 
Th"U (He question of reducing the re- 
ceipts of the Government agnated the 
country; DOW the question is How to in- 
crease the receipts? 


It Is geneialiy believed that the finan- 


cial policy of Cleveland's Administration 
will not differ materially from that ol 
Harmon. Both are opposed to the free 
coinage of silrer, unless Mr. Cleveland 
his recently experienced a change on 
tbat subject, 
However, the new Secre- 


tary of the Treasury was a free coinage 
advocate until recently nod it is possible 
Hint he is more 
favorably 
disposed 


toward silver than his predecessor, Mr. 
Fi-sler. If so there will be more silver 
coined and less bullion stacked up ici the 
Treasury vaults and if not the Admiuis- 
trulion w i t h i n a your will be us unpopu- 
lar in tho South and West as was that ol 
Mr. Harrison. 


The silver question, like Banquo's 


ghost, will not down and unless it is 
settled satisfactorily by Congress before 
it will bo the issue in the Congressional 
elections next v»r.

Liws or MOTION. 


In a previous letter I dlaouiied tbe sun's 


eleetrosphere; it U most dense at Ibe sur- 
»oe of tbe parent body. 
We know by 


electrical experiments that all electrified 
Bodies have eleotrospberea, and there Is no 
other {act tbat will account for heavenly 
bodies repelling eaoh other. 


The amateur Is often puzzled to under 


aiaod how these bodies can both attract 
and repel eaoh other at the same time 
They attract eaoh other till tbeir electro- 
coheres oome in oontaot with each other, 
and then, not until then, do they repel. 


Tbe electric pendulum is an experiment 


tbat throws some light on thin subject.

electricity into the former.

and immediately an eleotroaphere swells 
ont all around. Then tbe two electro 
spheres repel eaoh other and aa the wire ii 
stationery only the pendulum moves and i 
swings till it touches the wire eonneotec 
witb the eaitb, I* thereby robbed of its 
electricity and consequently of its electro- 
sphere ai d ii again in condHon to swinf 
back into tbe eleoirosphere ol Ibe charged 
wire, and this swing ol tbe pendolnm wil 
continue as Idog as there ia electricity in 
tbe wire, 


MOVEMENTS Of IHB COMETS, 


Tba above experiment explains tbe 


movement! of comet!. In some far-away 
spot of unlimed space, the gsi-aes cluster 
forming a nucleus at their center and the 
result is a comet.

A* our sun approaches one of these em 


bryo comets forming in fai-away space 
the eUotrio currents that move toward tbe 
sun, as similar currents move toward th 
earth, begin to push tbe comet toward tbe 
snn, and there is the first motion of tha 
which is to become a planet. 


Tbe long distance from which the come 


comes gives it great momentum and veloc- 
ity which are not overcome when it meets 
tbe son's eteotrospbere and it plunges dee) 
into tbe latter, cunning snob great Irioiion 
tbat the oomet rapidly grows more and 
more luminous. 


It is a well known fact that tbe orbits of 


our moon, the earth, and the planets and o 
comets are growing less elliptical and be 
coming more and more nearly a circle 
Tbe new oomet, therefore, baa a long oval 
Dibit, while the old planet's orbit ia near 
eat a eirole.
